Orozco Fails to Appear at 


£1 Paso and His Bond 
is Forfeited. 


Washington,

reached the state 
department 
from Mexico City, dated before the oc- 
cupation of 
the 
capital 
by Carranza 
forces, describing food conditions as al- 
most intolerable, but officials believed 
the situation either had been relieved 
already by the change of authority or 
would be remedio,d as soon as transpor- 
tation with Vera Cruz was resumed. 


State department officials when asked 
today whether the occupation of Mexico 
City by Carranza would affect the ques- 
tion of recognition, declared no definite 
consideration had been given to the sub- 
ject. 
They said, however, that it al- 
ways seemed more favorable for recogni- 
tion when one party in th^, cjnflict be- 
comes dominant. 
The American 
sov- 
emment 
has 
been 
waiting 
for 
many 
months for one of the factions to ¡gbt 
military supremacy and set up a provis- 
ional 
government, 
giving 
promise of 
stability. 


No Decision at Once. 


The 
United States now will 
watch 
carefully the attitude and policy of the 
Carranza authorities 
in 
Mexico City, 
but there will be no decision, it is be- 
lieved, for some ^ time, as any change 
of policy on 
account of the pressing 
nature of the German situation. 


Heretofore possession of Mexico City 
has not 
been regarded 
of 
much 
im- 
portance by officials, because of the fre- 
quent changes in authority, but 
there 
are now indications that if Gen. Car 
raJiza can better his position by fur 
ther acquisition of territory north of 
the capital and reopening

tion with 
the 
American 
border, his 
chances of obtaining the moral support

Turned Back by Fighting. 


How an American Red Cross 
agent

OROZCO BOND FORFEITED. 


Huerta Lieutenant Fails to Appear for 
Hearing at El Paso. 


El Paso. Tex., July 12.—Gen. Pascual 
Orozco, who on July 2 eluded 
federal 
and civil officers who held him under 
surveillance, failed today to appear in 
federal court to answer charges of con 
spiracy to violate United 
States neu 
trality laws. 
His bond of $7,500 was 
declared forfeited.

er were captured. 


"At Combres and 
in 
the forest of 
Ailly, the enemy commenced an attack 
last night after strong artillery prepar- 
ations. 
Near Combres the enemy suc- 
ceeded in penetrating our line, but was 
driven out again. 


"In the forest of Ailly an enemy in- 
fantry attack broke down under our iire 
in front of our position. 


"In the north hills in the Ban-de-Sapt 
a section of wood was cleared of all en- 
emies. 


'At Ammersweiler, northwest of Alt- 
kirch. we made a surprise attack on an 
enemy division in their trenches. 
An 
enemy position 
was captured over a 
width of 500 yards. 
Our troops finally 
went 
back 
into 
their 
own 
line 
of 
trenches in accordance with our plans 
taking a few prisoners with them, xm 
molested by the enemy. 


"In the eastern theatre: 
On the road 
from Suwalki to Kalwarya, in the re 
gion of Lipina. our troops took the out- 
er positions of the enemy over a width 
of four kilometers 
(2.4 miles.) 


"In the southeastern 
theatre:

RUSS AND TEUTON IN 
DESPERATE DEADLOCK 


London, July 12.—Teutonic and Rus- 
sian armies are in an apparent deadlock 
south of Lublin, where the northward, 
sweep of the Austro-Gerraans was halt- 
ed last w^eek. Petrograd reports contin- 
ued fighting along the front extending 
from Joeefow on the Vistula to Bj'e- 
hawa, approximately thirty miles to the 
eastward. 
The Austrians have 
again 
become aggressive 
here, 
according to 
the Russian statement, but their attacks 
"Were repulsed. 


Unofficial dispatches 
from Austrian 
headquarters contain the statement that 
the Teutonic forces halted 
north 
of 
Krasnik because the object of the cam- 
paign against Lemberg had 
been 
at- 
tained with the capture of that city and 
the establishment of strong defensive 
positions to the north and east. 


Several successes along the 
Austro- 
Italian front are reported by Italian 
army headquarters in the districts where 
the Italian forces are engaged in the 
effort to clear the road to Triest. Coun- 
ter attacks by the Austrians 
in 
the 
Isonzo valley have been repulsed, it is 
declared. 


The Turkish war office records the 
bombardment of Gaba Tepe near the tip 
of the Gallipoli peninsula by a crniser, 
presumably British, which, protected by 
torpedo craft, fired 200 shells without 
success. 
The Turkish casualties were 
only one killed and two wounded, it is 
declared, and the warship was hit and 
forced to withdraw. 


SAY GOAL IS ATTAINED. 


Austrian 
Headquarters 
in 
Galicia^ 
Sunday, July 11.—(Via 
London, July 
12.)—The relative subsidence of activity 
on the part of the Teutonic allies dur- 
ing the last week may be explained by 
the fact that the goal set for the Lem- 
berg campaign already has been 
at- 
tained. 
This was the capture of the 
city and the securing of strong defen- 


sive positions to the eastward and north- 
ward. 
These positions have now been 
secured along the line of the Zlota Lipa 
and Bug rivers and' the ridge to the 
northAvard of Krasnik.

selected, withdrew to the ridge, where 
they have boon successfully resisting all 
Russian attacks. 
They feel secure in 
their present positions and it is believcii 
here they can be easily hold against

against them. 


Indications now point to a period of 
quiet along the Russo Galician 
from 
while the Teutonic allies are preparing 
for operations in other quarters. 


RUSSIAN TROOPS TO DARDANELLES 


Manila, .July 12.—Persons who havp 
arrived horo from Saigon, 
capital 
of 
French Cochin China, report that all ves- 
sels belonging to the ^lossageries Mari- 
times which have been engaged in far 
eastern trade, are being transformed in- 
to transports to carry Russian troops 
to the Dardanelles. 
Whenever a vessL'l 
of the Messai^'rios fleet reaches Saigon, 
it is said tile passengers are transferred 
and the freight unloaded after wliicli a 
large force of carpenters work at toji 
speed to make the necessary alteration^;. 
The ships are then sent to Vladivostok 
to take on troops.

Monday, has been prevented. 
After a 
strong protest by Admiral Thomas B. 
Howard, of the United States cruiser 
Colorado, and foreign consuls, the Guer- 
rero commander agreed to fire only up- 
on Southern Pacific trains entering or 
leaving the city and upon the Mexican 
îteamer Bonita, anchored in the inner 
harbor. 


The commandin/ç officer of the Gupr- 
rero r«Bi(l the trains and stoaim-r lionita 
would b;' lir<-d upon becausc tliey h.ive 
been su.sed by the enemy in the trans 
portation of troops. 
He agreed not to 
open lire iipon any other part of thi 
city. 
Many ioreigners and much for- 
eign property would have been endan- 
gered by a general bombardment. 
The 
plan for the general bombardement was 
prevented only after Admiral Howard 
and the Frencii, German, British, Italian 
End Ameri(au consuls called upon the 
I'arranza commander on the Guerrero 
ind made 
a vigorous 
protest in the 
jâme of humanity. 


The time for the bombardment had 
ûeen set for 6 o'clock Monday morning, 
but the Guerrero commander agreed not 
to open fire 
upon 
the trains and the 
Bonita until 6 o'clock Monday night. 


The Guerrero arrived here Saturday 
tfnd immediately a blockade was de- 
clared. 
A schooner which attempted to 
enter port soon afterward was stopped 
and ordered to put to sea after its pas- 
eengers had been permitted to land. A 
protest against the blockade was made 
by Admiral Howard and the foreign 
-consuls.

English Having Much Diffi- 
culty With the Grerman 
Air Craft. 


London, June 30.—Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.—Zeppelin hunting 
i.s not so easy as it seems to the land- 
going critics, who think it gross care- 
lessness that any Zeppelin has been al- 
lowed to sail over English soil and get 
away. 


The first message of a raid may come 
from a point in Holland or Flanders or 
some outlying English coast watch sta- 
tion. 
It gives the time of passing, the 
general direction 
and 
the 
estimated 
height of 
the ainship. 
On receipt 
of 
this at the aerodrome, tho scout planes 
start out. 


I'sually the Zeppelin chooses a dark 
night for a raid. 
Its machine guns am- 
ply protect its giant frame from air at- 
tacks at its height, level and below. But 
the gas liags render it vulverable from 
fibove. 
To be at an advantage, 
the 
chaser m u s t 
arise to a greater height 
than the invafler, which is able to at- 
tain a maximum height of about 11,000 
feet. 


Unlike the gas ship, which can ascend 


swiftly at will, the aeroplane has 
to 
circle up slowlj- and laboriously. 
The 
scout probably starts out in the pitch 
dark with chmds to pass through. 
Aft- 
er the necessarj' altitude is reached, he 
has to speculate perhaps vaguely ns to 
his position and then 
settle 
on 
his 
course. 
If he is sailing over country 
occupied by 
the fiermans, he has 
to 
dodge the searchlights which arc touch- 
ing up the clouds. 
Once caiight, the 
shrapnel from the anti-aircraft gims be- 
gins to burst. 
The scout then has to 
dive, circle, reverse 
and 
dodge 
about 
mitil he gets out of range and safe into 
the dark again. 
It requires all the nerve 
the airman 
possesses to keep himself 
under 
control 
while the shells 
burst 
with 
blinding flashes and the search- 
lights play on the clouds. 


Safe into the dark, the hunter watches 
for his first clue—a Zeppelin signal from 
below in the form of fire flashes. 
This 
seen, he shapes his course for it. 


If the moon is due to come up at this 
time, the 
work 
is simplified, for the 
form of the Zeppelin may be easily seen 
if within range. 
If imaware of 
the 
impending attack, the enemy's course 
is regular 
with the long 
sausage-like 
form running on a level. 


The problem is now to keep clear of 
the Zeppelin's ears. 
The Zeppelin's en- 
gines can be slowed down so t h a t the 
louder buzz of the aeroplane may be 
overheard. 


If the Zeppelin detei^ts the noise of 
the attacker, he flashes lights that il- 
luminate all of th«' surrounding clouds. 
Once he sees the object of his search, 
his machine guns begin to play. 


There is a case recoimted by an avia- 


tor where his pausing aeroplane 
took 
refuge in a cloud and then passed over 
and 
dropped 
bombs along 
what 
he 
thought 
was 
the 
Zeppelin's 
probable 
course, which he based on the sound of 
tlie enemy's machine guns. 
At the same 
time, the Zeppelin was tiring into the 
cloud in the hope of getting in a chance 
shot at the pursuer. 
Each lost the oth- 
er in the clouds, and the Britisher re- 
turne<l 
to 
his base without 
knowing 
whether or not he had damaged his en- 
emy. 
The Zeppelin 
probably did the 
same thing.

father-in-law, 
joined the family in the last rites. Mrs.

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A Chance for the Rank and File 


The republican congressional situation in the Twelfth district, 
N^ip-hich is already beginning to show mutterings preliminary to next 
year's upheaval, promises to demonstrate whether political parties, 
like republics, are ungrateful. Charles R. Lane, who was persuaded 
¡against his desire to make two races at a time when everybody else in 
the party took to the tall timber, has announced that he will again 
be a candidate for the nomination. 
Friends of two or three other 
prominent republicans, analyzing the chances for next year as rather 
less hopeless than ordinarily, are urging them to go in against Mr. 
Lane for the job as district banner-carrier. 


As a result of the primary law passed by the last legislature, 
however, the nomination nest year will be conferred by a primary 
{vote of the party in the district, and not by delegates at a conven- 
tion. 
It will not longer be possible for party leaders to get together 
as a board of party strategy and decide that the nomination shall be 
given to this man or that, with delegates who do not care a rap, any- 
way, enthusiastically falling in with tlie verdict of the party bosses 
and ratifying their decision with a more or less perfunctory Avhoop. 
Entrance into the race is free for all, but the aspirant next year must 
go to the people and not to party leaders or to delegates with his 
cause. 
The rank and file of the party is going to have a chance to 
nominate the man it desires, regardless of the dictates of the men in 
charge of the party machinery. If the rank and file fails to embrace 
this opportunity, it has only itself to blame. 


The selection of Judge "W. H. Eichliorn, of Bluffton, to sit as spe- 
cial judge in the forthcoming trial of Tom Taggart, Mayor P>ell and 
more than one hundred other Indianapolis anen who have been in- 
dicted for alleged election irregularities, is an excellent one. 
De- 
fendants in the case asked for a change of venue from Judge Collins, 
and search over the state for an outside jurist who would be accept- 
able to both state and defendants has resulted in the choice of the 
Bluffton man. Judge Eichhorn is a capable jurist of high standing 
whose fairness and fearlessness is everywhere freely acknowledged. 


It is gratifying, of course, to learn that the Boston Chamber of 
'Commerce will undoubtedly follow the lead of similar bodies in New 
York, Chicago and other cities and give unqualified endorsement to 
the proposal to construct the Lake Erie-Lake Michigan barge canal. 
The more the merrier, but as has been often demonstrated ''endorse- 
ments" of this character are not to be depended upon as conclusive. 
For instance, the new constitution for Indiana and the woman on 
the Fort Wayne school board.

Berlin, Germany, Juno, 1015—Orderod: 
U-47 will take in provisions and clear 
for sea. 
Extreme economical radius. 


A first lieutenant, with acting rank of 
commander, takes the above order in 
the gray dawn of a spring day. 
The 
hulk of an old corvette with the iron 
cross of 1870 on her stubby foremast 
is his quarters in port, and on the cor- 
vette's deck he is presently saluted by 
his first engineer and the officer of the 
watch. 
On the pier the crew of U-47 
await him. 
At their feet the narrow 
gray submarine lies alongside, straining 
a little at her cables. 


"Well, we've our orders at last,"s be- 
gins the 
commander, 
addressing his 
crew of thirty, and the crew grins. For 
thi.s is U-47's first experience of active 
service. SIio has done nothing save trial 
trips hitherto, and has just been over- 
hauled for her first fighting cruise, fler 
commander snaps out a number of or- 
ders. Provi.sions are to be taken in "up 
to the neck," frc.sh water is to be put 
aboard, and engine-room supplies to be 
supplemented. 


A mere plauk is the gangway to the 
little vessel. 
As the commander, fol- 
lowed by his oflicers, comes aboard, a 
sailor liands to each a ball of cotton 
waste, the sign and symbol of a sub- 
marine ofTioer, which never leaves his 
hand. 
For the steel walls of his craft, 
the doors and the companion ladder all 
sweat oil, and at every touch the hands 
mnst be wiped dry. 
The doorways are 
narrow round holes. 
Through one of 
the holes aft the commander descends 
by a breakneck iron ladder into the 
black hole lit by electric glow lamps. 
The air is heavy with the smell of oil, 
and to tile unaccustomed longshoreman 
it is almost choking, though the hatches 
are ofT". The submarine man breathes 
this air as if it were the purest ozone. 
Here in the engine room aft, men must 
live and strain every nerve even if for 
days at a time every crack whereby the 


fresh air could get in is hermetically 
sealed. 
On their tense 
watchfulness 
thirty lives depend. 


Here, too, are slung some hammocks, 
and in them one watch tries, and, what 
is more, succeeds in sleeping though the 
men moving about bump them 
with 
head and elbow at every turn, and the 
low and narrow vault is full of the hum 
and purr of machinery. 
In length the 
vault is about ten feet, but if a man 
of normal stature stands in the middle 
and raises his arms to about half shoul- 
der height his hands will touch the cold, 
moist steel walls on either side. A net- 
work of wires rims overhead, and there 
is a juggler's outfit of handles, levers 
and in.struments. 
The commander in- 
spects everything minuteh', then creeps 
through a hole into the central control 
station, Avhere the chief engineer is at 
his post. 
With just about enough as- 
sistance to run a fairly simple machine 
ashore, the chief engineer of a s'.ibma- 
rine is expected to control, correct and, 
if necessary, repair at sea an infinitely 
complex machinery wfiich 
must 
not 
break dbwn for an instant if thirty men 
are to return alive to tlie hulk. 


The commander pays a visit of in- 
spection to the torpedo cl^amber and 
strokes the smooth steel of the deadly 
"silver 
fish." 
His second in command, 
who is in charge of the armament, joins 
him here and receives final instructions 
legarding the torpedoes and the stowing 
of explosives. 
For the torpedo is not 
only an extremely complicated weapon, 
but also a fijie work of art, and it de- 
mands a very thorough apprenticeship. 
Forward is another narrow steel vault 
serving at once as engine room 
and 
crew's quarters. 
Next to it is a place 
like a cupboard, Avhere the cook has 
just room to stand in front of his.doH's 
house galley stove. 
It is electrically 
heated, that the already oppressive air 
may not be further vitiated by smoke 
or fumes. Two little cabins of the size 
of a decent clothes chcst take the deck 
and engine room oflicers, four of them. 
Another box cabin is reserved for the 


commander—when he has time to oc- 
cupy it. 


The Cruise Begins. 


At daybreak the commander comcs on 
deck in coat and trousers of black leath- 
er, lined with wool, a protection against 
oil, cold and sea water. 
The crew 
at 
their stations await the command to 
cast off, "Machines clear," calls a voice 
from the control station, and 
"Clear 
ship," snaps the order from the bridge. 
Then "Cast ofl^!" The cables slop onto 
the landing stage, the engines begin to 
purr, and U-47 
slides away into open 
water. 


A few cable-lengths away 
another 
submarine appears 
homeward 
bound. 
She is the U-20, returning from a long 
cruise in which she succeeded in sink- 
ing a ship bound with a cargo of frozen 
mutton for England, 
"flood luck, old 
sb.eep butcher," sings the commander of 
1^-47 as the sister ship passes within 
hail. 


The seas are heavier now, and U-47 
rolls unpleasantly as she makes 
the 
lightship and answers the last salute 
from" a friendly hand. 
The two oflicers 
on the bridge turn once to look at fhe 
lightship, already astern, then 
their 
eyes look seaward. 


It is rough, stormy weather. 
If the 
eggshell goes ahead two or three days 
without a stop, the oflicers in charge 
will get no sleep for just that long. If 
it gets any rougher they will be tied 
to the bridge rails to avoid being swept 
overboard. 
If they are hungry, plates 
of soup will be brought to them on the 
bridge, and tlie North sea will attend 
to its .salting for them. 


Just as the commander is trying to 
balance a plate with one hand and use 
Ù. spoon with tlie other, the watch calls, 
"Smoke on the hor izon oil the port 
bow." 


Ship Is Sighted. 


Tlie commander 
drops 
his 
phite, 
shouts a short, crisp command, and an 
electric alarm whirrs inside 
the egi,'- 
shell, Tlie ship buzzes like a hive. TJn n 
water begins to gurgle into tlie ballat^t 


tanks, and U-47 sinks until only her 
periscope shows. 


"The steamship is a Dutchman, sir," 
calls the watch officer. The commander 
in.cpects her with the aid of a periscope. 
She has no wireless and is bound for 
the continent. 
So he can come up and 
is glad, because moving under the water 
consumes electricity, and the usefulness 
of a submarine is measured by her elec- 
tric power.

submarine man might hitherto serve all 
his time like a blind man as far as the 
outside world was conceniefl.

POLITICS TO BLAME. 


(Pittsburgh Dispatch.) 


The furtJier the investigation proceeds 
into the scandal at the naval academy 
at Annapolis the clearer does it appear 
that politics is at the bottom of it. Just 
as hazing has persisted there in spite 
of stringent prohibition, because the of- 
fenders relied upon their congre-ssional 
friends to get them out of difiiculty, it 
is being found that dishonesty in exam- 
inations. the use 
of "dope'' 
to 
get 
through 
and the loose 
standard 
of 
etiiirs disclosed by many of the cadets 
on the stand, are directl.y traceable to 
the influence of politics. 
The profes- 
sor of juathematics. for instance, testi- 
fies that there has been a general low- 
ering of standards of examinations due 
to political interference, in one case a 
president of the United States and in 
another a secretary of the navy lowering 
a passing mark to prevent the failure 
of a midshipman who could not reach 
the requirements. 


One effect of this was that midship- 
men who were considered by their fel- 
lows to have so much influence that they 
would not be dropped were taken by 
many of the others as examples in the 
belief that any student who made as 
liigh or as low a mark as the man with 
the pull was certain of passing. 
The 
demoralization resulting from that sort 
of thing is self-evident. 


Whatever reforms may be the outcome 
of the present investigation there is one 
that should not be omitted and that is 
the alxilition of political influence as a 
factor at Annapolis or West Point. Stu- 
dents entering these academies should 
be compelled to rely on their own mer- 
its and interference by their congres- 
sional sponsors should be strictly pro- 
hibited. 
Until the military and naval 
schools are freed from the shadow of 
politics these scandals may be cxpected 
to recur. 
The interest of the country 
demands that the naval and military of- 
ficers graduated there be men of char- 
acter 
and 
qualification. 
Under 
the 
abuses of the present system there can 
be no assurance of that result.

Question is Daily Becoming 
More Interesting to the 
United States. 


(By Gilson Gardner.) 


Washington, July 12.—How is Europe 
to pay for the foodstuffs and -war muni- 
tions which the United States is sending 
over? 
This question is becoming daily 


more insistent. 


First, a man (or a nation) buys with 
his credit. 
Next, he buys with his gold. 
But when the gold is used up, lie must 
begin to discount his credit, and gen- 
erally he is required to dig up some col- 
lateral. 
That is exactly the condition 
today of the European belligerents. The 
credit of London, Paris and Petrograd 
v a s used up in the first three months 
of the war. Then a credit was estab- 
lished by the deposit of a large gold 
fund in Ottawa, Canada, to be drawn 
upon by the Morgan bankers. 
This 
fund has of late been rapidly depleted. 
One hundred and twenty 
millions m 
gold has come to the United 
States 
since January, and $50,000,000 has been 
drawn from Ottawa since I^fay 13. This 
leaves the 
Ottawa 
bank 
practically 
empty. Great T3ritain has additional gold 
depos'its in the colonies—in 
Australia 
and South A f r i c a ^ b u t these are limit- 
ed and it is difficult to ship gold in 
large amounts over long distances. The 
danger is great. 
Thus, it happens that 
todav there is a premium on gold as 
against England and even against Can- 
ada. 
The pound Ptorling is at a 2 per 
cent, discount for gold. 
to do? 


European 
investors 
have for years 
owned an immense portion of our public 
utilities, such as railroads. 
They are 
Uie holders of the underlying bonds and 
tiie early issues of storks. 
The total 
holdings of this character are believed 
to amount to five or six billions, but 
these holders are not selling nor are 
they 
revealing 
themselves 
or 
their 
stocks. 
Consequently the British and 
the allies are now figuring on a plan to 
borrow these securities from their hold- 
ers and to deposit them in the United 
States, paying for the use of them as 
bracers of foreign credit. 
A half bil- 
lion dollars of foreign-held bonds de- 
posited with 
TVforgan 
and 
Company 
would make good the credit of the bel- 
ligerents. enabling them to order either 
war munitions or grain, cotton and oth- 
er products which usually move in the 
fall. 


Snmfthing must be done, however, or 
Amrrican sellers will begin to disti'ust 
and discoimt the credit of tlie bellig- 
erent purchasers and the latter will be- 
gin i'i be in that state which borders 
on bankruptcv. «

Back to Mexico to Sleep in His Grave 


His 
Whole Fortune, He 
Says, is Few Faded Flow- 
ers—Will Not Shed More 
Mexican Blood—United 
States Fine and a G^reat 
Example for Mexico.

El Paso, Tex., July 12.—It was a dif- 
ferent Huerta with whom 
I 
dined 
a 
few davs ago. 
We were in the same 
little private dining room of the Hotel 
Sheldon where he used to give his fa- 
mous wine dinners like a Nero. 
Com- 
mander-in-chief of the Mexican federal 
armv, provisional president and dicta- 
tor, Victoriano Huerta had changcd from 
a general of division to a world char- 
acter since I last broke bread with him 
at that same table. 


Then he was surrounded by his glit- 
tering staff officers. 
Now he sat alone 
except for me. In place of his gold and 
braid uniform of the Mexican army he 
wore an old, brown, hand-me-down suit 
of winter weight and a soft shirt and 
collar. 
The trimness around his waist, 
which years in the field with his forces 
had given him, 
had 
given 
way to a 
paunch. 
His close cropped hair, which 
looks like stubble on the unshaven chin 
of an old man, is grayer and the brown 
Bkin shows through more plainly. 


That same broad, bulldog jaw is there 
still and the deep lines of cruelty flank 
his nostrils on each side. 
But even his 
old Oxaca Indian face has fattened with 
high living and lack of exercise and the 
Huerta of today does not look fit as 
did the general who drove the Orozco 
revolution across the border after Ba- 
chimba.

Then he was the guest of the United 
States army. 
He was given wine din- 
ners in this same hotel and gave othpr? 
in return. 
He was the biggest man in 
Mexico and was received with palutef 
and tronp escorts and vivas!

red automobile, only two soldiers rodo 
with us and they were guards, for Gen- 
eral Huerta is under arrest and all even- 
ing as we ate and talked those guards 
stood without our door to prevent the 
old general's escape. 


"Many things have happened, my son, 
since last wc ate together here," Gen- 
eral Huerta said as he seated himself 
at the tablp where he was to oat and 
T was to get my promised interview for 
the Sentinel. 


"Many thing? may happen to a man 
within sufh a short time—things over 
whiih he has no control. 
It has b.-en 
less thnn three years since I was last 
here on the bovdi^r and. since that time, 
r havp Feen nnirli, experienced much and 
Buffered iiiufh."' said the old 
gf^neral 
with a half si;:;'h. 
•'But lhat is history 
end. as history, those events must be 
judged. 
'I have no excuses to make. I 
did my duty as it came to me as any 
good soldier will do and history is the 
only fair judge after all.

undershirts, several sweaters and 
a rubber suit that covers him from neck 
to ankle. 


He runs on the road about five miles, 
or until perspiration flows freely.

scales show he has 
taken off 
enough 
weight,

blankets.

Ile may be booked for the last race of

This one meal a day cannot be heavy, 
if tlic jockey has to make a low weight 
for the next day.

The only hope for the growing jockey, 
when he reaches a point where he can 
no longer make low weight and live, is to 
go to England, where horses carry more 
weight.

Since Covernor 
Whitman 
refused to 
commute 
the 
sentence 
of 
the 
former 
c/ar 
of 
Xew 
York's 
underworld, 
l)ut 
granted him a reprieve of fourteen days 
—postponing the execution of the death 
sentence from the week beginning July 
12 to the week beginning July 2r)th— 
]\rrs. Becker has seemed 
benumbed 
by 
the thought of the brief time which re- 
mains to her to save her husband from 
the electric chair! 


Her frantic eíTorts, her insistence that 
Martin 
]\Ianton, 
Becker's 
lawyer, 
ap- 
peal for clemency to Gov. Charles 
man. Avho, as district attorney of Xew 
York, prociu-ed Becker's conviction, has 
obtained j u s t fourteen more days 
of 
life for her h u s b a n d - S.'íO hours of hope 
and dread, 20,100 minutes lengthened by 
figonj', mad»> terribly short by the fear 
tliat every tick of the clock brings near- 
er the dread and iiiial moment when, in 
the gray dawn, he must pass through 
the little green door to death. 


Governor \Vhitman lengthened Cliarles 
Becker's life by nearly a million and a 
half heart beats, a doubtful kindness if 
the man must die a t last. 
But 
]\fr-;. 
Becker wanted the reprieve. 
Mrs. Beck- 
er begged 
for it. 
And 
even 
Becker's 
former prosecutor Avas touched by the 
noble fidelity of his wife. 


For the annals of crime hold no more 
splendid example of a good woman's de- 
votion and self-sacrifice for a worthless 
man than is furnished by Helen 
Beck- 
cr's light against justice and public sent- 
iirent for her husband's life. 


Before and all during her married life 
Helen Becker was a teacher in the pub- 
lie sciiools of Xew York. 
Slie is teach- 
ing now. 
Since her husband'.^ arrest on 
July 20. 1012, for ordering the murder 
of 
Rosenthal 
for 
" sf]uealing" on 
him 
t o the 
district 
attorney's 
office, Mrs. 
Becker has left her class only once. 


That was to go to a hospital to giv< 
hu-lh to a baby for which the Beckers 
had hoped 
in 
vain 'during their 
pros- 
i;erous 
and 
happy 
years, 
but 
whose 
coming was made known to them short- 
ly l'efor(! Becker's 
arrest. 


On the very day of 
15ecker's 
arrest 
he liad nailed the street number on a 
home he had bought for his wife and

Becker was in the death house when 
liis baby was born. 
His wife, worn out 
by the strain of his trial and by her 
unceasing ellorts in his behalf, was in 
no condition to give birth 
to a 
child. 
Finally the doctors told her t h a t 
they 
wculd 
probably be able to 
save 
only 
iier life or the baby's and asked her to 
clioose which 
one. 
In explaining 
her 
choice she once said simply: "I 
chose 
iiiy own life because I thought I could 
be of more use to Cliarlie in his terri- 
ble trouble than our baby could be." 


Helen Becker's baby was born 
alive, 
lived just long enougii for her to see 
it and so clasj) an eternal sorrow to her 
breast. 
The day following its birth the 
little uirl t h a t d i a r i e s Becker had de- 


termined 
to call Ruth 
fluttered 
back 
into the dark unknown—perhaps to wait 
for her father. 


Even this 
supreme 
tragedy did 
not 
lessen Mrs. Becker's energy in her hus- 
band's cause. 
As soon as she couhl get 
out of bed she was back at work seeing 
witnesses, trying to get Becker's former 
associates 
to 
change 
the 
testimony 
which had convicted him. 


Only last week she had a futile meet- 
ing with "Bald 
J a c k " 
liose, who 
had 
collected g r a f t for Hecker and 
whose 
testimony t h a t Becker told him to tell 
Bridgie Webber Rosenthal must be kill- 
ed went far to send the czar of the Ten- 
derloin to the death house. 


The bullet which kille<l Rosenthal has 
already made three widows—Mrs. Ros- 


enthal, now 
living m 
poverty on 
the 
bounty of a former hairdresser, and tha 
two young wives of the gunmen, Rosen- 
berg and 
Horowitz, who v e n t 
to 
the 
chair more than a year ago for carry- 
ing out tiic death sentence decreed 
by 
Becker. 
If Mrs. Becker's ellorts to sav» 
her husband fail, she will be the fourth 
widow created 
by 
t h a t leaden 
instru« 
ment of murder. 


But in the face of probable failure a n d 
of death she said not long ago: "Des- 
pite 
all 
my 
sorrows 
I 
would 
m a r r t 
Cliarlie Becker over again, I believe. 
I 
know 
that 
Charlie 
is innocent. 
B u t 
even if 1 n e r e not sure, it v.ould mak«

Third, 
a man who has once been in the clutches 
of the law is ever after dealt with as 
a felon." 


Dr. Nearing, who was born August 6, 
1883, has won considerable fame for a 
man of his years for the

and 
soundness of his teachings as well as for 
his radicalism.

RUSS AND TEUTON 
DESPERATE 


London, July 12.—Teutonic and Rus- 


kian armies are in an apparent deadlock 
south of Lublin, where the northward 
sweep of tho Aiistro-Germans was halt- 
ed last week. 1'etrograd reports contin- 
ued fighting along the front extending 
from Josefow on the Vistula to Bye- 
hawa, approximately thirty miles to the 
eastward. The Austrians have again

here,

headquarters contain the statement that 
the Teutonic forces halted north of 
Krasnik because the object of the cam- 
paign against Lcmherg had been at- 
tained with the capture of that city and 
the establishment of strong defensive 
positions to the north anil oast.

ZEPPELIN HUNTING 


NOT ANJASY TASK 


English Having Much Diffi- 


culty With the German 


Air Craft. 


London, June 30.—Correspondence of 


the Associated 1,'ress.—Zeppelin hunting 
is not so easy as it seems to the land- 
going critics, who think it gross care- 
lessness that, any Zeppelin has been al- 
lowed to sail over English soil and get 
away. 


The lirst message of a raid may come 


from a point in Holland or Flanders or 
some outlying English coast watch sta- 
tion. It gives the time of passing, the 
general direction and 
the. estimated 


height of the airship. 
On receipt of 


this at the aerodrome, the scout plancf 
start out.

Aft- 
er the necessary altitude is reached, he 
has to speculate perhaps vaguely as to 
his position and then

ing up the clouds. 
Once caught, the

impending attack, the enemy's cours' 
is regular with the long sausage-like 
form running on a level. 


The problem is now to keep clear of 


the Zeppelin's ears. The Zeppelin's en- 
gines can be slowed down so that the 
louder buzz of the aeroplane may be 
overheard. 


Tf the Zeppelin detects the noise of 


the attacker, he flashes lights that il- 
luminate all of the surrounding clouds 
Once lie sees the object of his search 
his machine guns begin to play.

Washington, July 12.-I!ow is Europe 


to pay for the foodstuffs and war muni- 
tions which the United States is sending 
over! This question is becoming daily 
more insistent. 


First, a man (or a nation) buys with 


his credit. Next, lie buys with his gold. 
But when the gold is used up, he must 
begin to discount his credit, and gen- 
erally he is required to dig up some col- 
lateral. That is exactly the condition 
todav of the European helligeienU. The 
credit of London, Paris and 1'c.trograd 
was used up in the first three months 
of the war. 
Then a credit was estab- 


li=hed bv the deposit of a large gold 
fund in'Ottawa, Canada, to be drawn 
upon by the Morgan, bankers 
This 


fund has of late been lapidly depleted. 
Quo hundred and twcnty millions m

Gen. Huerta Says He Only Hopes to Go 


Back to Mexico to Sleep in His Grave 


His 
Whole Fortune, He 


Says, is Few Faded Flow- 
ers—Will Not Shed More 
Mexican Blood—United 
States Fine and a Great 
Example for Mexico.

El Paso. Tex., July 12.—It was a dif- 


ferent Huerta with whom I dined a 
few days ago. 
We were in the same 


little private dining room of the Hotel 
Sheldon where he used to give his fa- 
mous wine dinners like a Xero. Com- 
mander-in-chief of the Mexican federal 
army, provisional president and dicta- 
tor, Victoriano Huerta had changed from 
a general of division to a world char- 
acter since I last broke bread with him 
at that same table. 


Then he was surrounded by his glit- 


tering staff officers. 
Now he sat alone 


except for me. In place of his gold and 
braid uniform of the Mexican army he 
v.'ore an old, brown, hand-me-down suit 
of winter weight and a soft shirt and 
collar. The trimness around his waist, 
which years in the field with his forces 
had given him, 'had 
given 
way to a 


paunch. 
His close cropped hair, which 


looks like stubble on the unshaven chin, 
of an old man, is grayer and the brown 
skin shows through more plainly. 


That same broad, bulldog jaw is there 


still and the deep lines of cruelty flank 
his nostrils on each side. But even his 
old Oxaca Indian face has fattened with 
high living and lack of exercise and the 
Huerta of today does not look fit as 
did the general who drove the Orozeo 
revolution across the border after Ba- 
chimba.

Then he was the guest of the United 


States army. He was given wine din- 
ners in tliis sumc hotel ami gave others 
in return. 
He was the biggest man in 


Mexico and was received with salutes 
and troop escorts and vivas I 
Tonight 


as we drove down to the hotel in a big. 
red automobile, only two soldiers rode 
with us and they were guards, for <-on- 
eral Ihierta is under arrest and all even- 
ing as we ate and talked those guards 
stood without our door to prevent the 
old general's escape. 


"Many things have happened, my son, 


since hist we ate together here,"' Olcn- 
cral Huerta said as he seated himself 
at the table where he was to cat and 
I was to get my promised interview for 
the Sentinel. 


"Many things may happen to a man 


within such a short time—things over 
which he has no control. 
It has been 


less Ihnn three years since f was last 
here on the border and. since thnt time. 
I have seen much, experienced much and 
Buffered much." said the old 
general 


with n half sigh. "Hut that is history 
and. as history, those events must he 
judged. 
I hnvc no excuses to make. I 


did my duty ns it came to mo as any 
(rood soldier will do and history is the 
only fair judge after all. 


• "Much do T prefer to spc.ilc of your 
own country, of the United Stales. 
When f was hero before f had seen 
nothing more of your great country than 
I could sec here on the border. 
Now 


I have seen much of it and t admire 
four country and your people much 
tnorc. than I ever thought T would. New 
fork is the greatest city in the woild. 


"Your women are the most beautiful

"Your life is ideal and my own Mcxi- 


rn would do well to copy the traits of 
the national character which make you 
Brent. 
That high and universal cour- 


tesy which even the customs inspectors 
flt ihc port of New York have to a high 
degree. 
That -what is it you say?— 


hustle and love of home. Those arc the 
jharaetcrislics of a gre;it country and 
those, are the things which were. most, 
noticeable to me, an old Mexican who 
Is visiting your country for the first 
time." 


"General, your enemies say you are 


Very, very rich. That you have made 
millions from your experiences in Mex- 
ico. 
Tell me the truth, general, what 


are you worth?" 


His Fortune in Old, Faded Flowers. 
The old Indian sat for a moment as 


if in deep reverie during which he might 
be running hack in his mind the days 
when he ruled as dictator in 
Mexico 


City. 
Then, slowly and with reveren- 


tial care, lie drew from his wallet a lit- 
tle envelope which he tapped with his 
forefinger ns he said, slowly: 


"This is my fortune and 
of 
other 


riches T have none. There, in that lit- 
tle white envelope are the things I cher- 
ish most in my life. Gold I have little 
and my home at Forest Hills, X. Y., is 
a modest place. But, these, those flow- 
ers which were placed around the statue 
of her saint by my wife on our wed- 
ding day, thirty-three years ago, are 
the sum total of my fortune and should 
I lose them I would be a ruined man. 


"I have carried them through all of

Vera Cruz when he went to his self- 
enforced exile. 
Much of what he, did 


for his country has been undone. But 
the example of 1'orlirio Diaz will always 
bo a guiding influence in Mexican af- 
fairs. 


"As for myself, T ask nothing of my 


people or any people but

alone. \\Tiat I have in my mind is as 
a sealed chest. You sec me on the out- 
side, hut what is locked
